The species are distinct because they all have different materials as set forth 
above (see MPEP 809.02(a)). Accordingly, each species requires a different field of 
search (see MPEP 808.02). Thus, there is a patentable difference between the species 
as claimed and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not 
required. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated above is proper. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 8 generic.
